When the meal was over, Dr 
Shankle read an interesting paper 
on Tennyson 's "In Memoriam 
The business meeting followed, at 
which time three new officers were 
sleeted. Nancy Herr was elected 
vice-president, Anne Shaffer was 
•lected sergeant-at-arms. and Dor- 
othy Coddington was elected re- 
porter. 

Dr. Shankle's paper described 
the poem and explained it very 
fully. "In Memoriam" is a poem 
n the form of an elegy. The elegy 
is employed for the purpose of ex- 
pressing lamentation over the 
Jead. This poem is written in 
memory of Tennyson's friend, Ar 
thur Henry Hallam. Hallam, whom 
Tennyson had known for only a 
bout four or five years, was en 
gaged to Celia, Tennyson's young- 
est sister. 

This poem relates the story of 
the great' sorrow through which 
Tennyson passed for seventeen 
years. There are seven main divis 
tons of the poem. They are as fol 
lows: the prologue, the introduc- 
tion, the arrival and burial of the 
body, the first Christmas, the sec 
ond Christmas, the third Christ- 
mas, and the epilogue. 

There were a few sarcastic crit- 
icisms of the poem, but they did 
not represent the scholarship of 
England of that time. Gladstone, 
probably one of England's most 
profound thinkers, said that he 
felt Tennyson had not in the least 
over-estimated the importance of 
Arthur Hallam. He said also that. 
"Tennyson gave to the world un- 
der the title of 'In Memoriam ' per- 
haps the richest oblation ever of- 
fered by the- affection of friendship 
at the tomb of departed." 

The paper was very impressive, 
and was presented in a manner 
which was of interest to all. The 
topic was one which afforded plea- 
sure as well as thought to those 
who heard it.
